L1 things being got ready, and every buſineſs diſpatched, 

they ordered and diftributed their Company for either 
Ship, (as they conceived for the beſt) and choſe a Governour, 
and two or three Aſſitants for each Ship, to order the people 
by the way, and to ſee to the diſpoling of the Proviſion, and 
fuch like affairs , all which was. not-only with che liking of the 
Maſters of the Ships, but according to their deſires : which 
being done, they ſer Sail from Soxthampton the fifth of Auguſt, 
1620. But alas, the beſt Enterprizes meet oftentimes wich 
many diſcouragements ; for they had not failed farre, betore 
Mr. Reyzolgg, the Maſter of the leſſer Ship, complained thar he 
found his Wp ſo leak, as he durſt not pur further to Sea.: 
on \which they were forced to put in'at Dartwonth, Mr. Foxes 
the Maſter of the biggeſt Ship likewiſe putting” in there wich 
him; and che ſaid le 
jadged ſufficient for the Voyage by the Workmenthat mended 
her : On which, both the ſaid Ships put to Sea the ſecond time, 
but, they had not failed above an hundred Leagues, ere the 
faid Reynolds again complained of his Ship -being ſo leak, as 


er Ship was ſearched, and mended, and. 


that he feared he ſhould founder in the Sea, if he held on, and + 


then both Ships bore up again, and went in at Plimenth ; buc 


being there ſearched again, no great matter. appeared, but it.- 


was judged to be the genera] weakneſs of the Ship. Bur the 


true reaſon of the retarding and delaying of -matcers was not: 


as yet diſcerned : the one of: them reſpeRting the Ship. (as after- 
wards was found), was, that ſhe was over-Maſted, which when 
ſhe came to her trim in that reſpe&,: ſhe did well; and made 
divers (prodoobia and ſucceſsful Voyages, . Bur ſecondly, and 
more eſpecially, dy che deceic of -the Maſter and tus Company, 
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Il 


who were hired to ſtay a whole year in the Country , but now 


fancying diſlike, and fearing want of Victuals, they plotted this 
ſtratagem to free themſelves, as afterwards was known, and 
by ſome of them. confeſſed ; for they apprehended thar the 
Sreater Ship being of force, and in whom moſt of the Provi- 
lions were beſtowed, that ſhe would retain enough for her ſelf, 
whatſoever became of them and the Paſſengers : But ſo ſtrong 
was ſelf-love and deceit in this man, as he torgor all duty and 
former kindneſs, and dealt thus falſly with them, Theſe _— 
thus falling out, it was reſolved by the whole to diſmiſs the 


- leſſer Ship, and part of the Company with her, and that the 


other part of the Company ſhould proceed in the bigger Ship : 
which when they had ordered matters in reference chereunto, 
they made another ſad parting, the one Ship, (»iz.)/ the leſſer 
going back for London, and the other (viz.) The Mayflower, 
Mr. fones being Maſter, proceeding on in the intended Voy- 
age. 6 

= Theſe troubles being blown over, and now all being com- 
pac together in one Ship, they put to Sea again with a proſpe- 
rous wind : but after they had enjoyed fair winds for a ſeaſon, 
they met with many contrary winds and fierce ſtorms, with 
which their Ship was ſhrewdly ſhaken, and her upper works 


made very leaky, and one of the main Beams of the Mid-ſhips 


was bowed and cracked, which put them to ſome fear that ſhe 
would not beable to, perform the Voyage ; on which the princi- 
pal of the Seamen and Paſſengers had ſerious conſultation whar 
ro do, whether to return or hold on : but the Ship proving 
ſtrong under water, by a Screw the ſaid Beam was brought into

liccle joyful, After ſome lictle deliberation had among(t cthem- 
ſelves wich the Maſter of the Ship, they tacked abouc to ſtand 
to the Souchward, to finde ſome place about Hadſons River, 
(according to their firſt intentions) for their Habitations : Bur 
they bad nor ſailed chat Courſe above half a day, but they fell 
amonglt perillous Sholes and Breakers, and they were ſo farre 
intangled therewich, as they conceived themſelves in great dan- 
Ser ; and the wind ſhrinking upon them wirhall, they reſolved 
£0 bear up again for the Cape atoreſaid : the next day, by Gods 
Providence, they got into the Cape harbour. . Thus they ar- 
rived at Cape Cod, alias Cape Famer, in November :1620. and 
being brought ſafe to land, they fell upon their knees and bleſs 
{cd the God of Heaven, who thad brought them over che vaſt 
and furious Ocean, and delivered them from many perils and 
miſeries.- 

Nevertheleſs, ir is to be obſerved, that their putting into 
this place was partly by reaſon of a ſtorm, by which they were 
forced in, but more eſpecially by the fraudulency and contri- 
vance of the aforeſaid Mr, foxes, the Maſter of the Ship : for, 
their Intention, as is before-noted, and his Engagement, was 
to Hndſons River; but ſome of the Dutch having* notice- of 
their. intencions,. and having- thoughts about the fame time of 
ereing a Plantation there likewiſe, they fraudulently hired the 
ſaid fones by delayes while they were in England, and now un- 
der pretence of the danger of the Sholes, &c. to diſappoint 
them in their going thicker + But God our-ſhoors Satan often- 
times in his own Bow-; for had they gone to Had/ons River as 
before expreſſed, it had proved very dangerous to them : for” 
alchough-ir.is a place farre more commodious, and the” Soil 
more tertile,. yet then abounding with a mulcitude of pernictous' 


. Salvages, whereby they would have been in great peril of cheir 


lives, .and ſo theworkof tranſplanting: the Goſpel into: theſe* 
parts, much endangered to have been hindred and retarded : 
bur God ſo diſpoſed, that the place where they afterward ferled 
was much depopulated by a great Mortality- among the Na- 

tives,.. 
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tives, Which fell out about two-years before their arrival,

But before we paſs on, let the Reader with me makea pauſe, 
and ſeriouſly conſider this poor peoples preſent condition, the 
more to be raiſed up to admiration of Gods goodnefs towards 
them ia their preſervation : for beings now paſled -the vaſt 
Ocean, and a ſea of Troubles before in their Preparation, they 
had now no Friends to welcome them, no Inns to entertiin or 


refreſh them, no Houſes, or much leſs Towns to repait unto . 


to ſeek for ſuccour ; the Barbarians that Par! che Apoltle fell 


- amonglt in his Shipwrack at the Ifle 2Zclita, ſhewed him no ſmall 


kindzeſs , but theſe Salvage Barbarians when they mer with 
them (as after will appear) were reader to fill their {ides full of 
Arrows, then otherwiſe : and for the ſeaſon, it was Winter, 
and they that know the Winters of the Country, know them 
to be ſharp and violent, ſubjeR to cruel and fierce Storms, dan- 
gerous to travel to known places, much more to ſearch un- 
known Coaſts. Beſides, what conldthey ſce but a hideous and

deſolate Wilderneſs, full of wilde Beaſts and wilde:Men ? and © 


what mulcicudes of them there were, they then knew not : nei- 
ther could they as it were go up to the Top of Piſzah, to view 
from this Wilderneſs a more goodly Country to feed their 
hopes , for which way ſvever "they turned their eyes (ſave up- 
ward to Heaven) they could have little ſotace- or content in re- 
ſpect of any outward obje&t, for Summer. being ended, all 
things ſtandin appearance wi.h a weather-beaten Ke and the 
whole Country full of Woods and Thickets, | repreſented a 
wilde and ſalvage hew, if they looked behinde chem, there ws 
the mighty Ocean which they: had paſſed, and was row as a 
main Bar and Gulph co ſeparare them from all the Ciyil-Parts of 
the World. The Maſter-of the Ship and his Company prefling 
wich ſpeed to look out a place for their Sertkement at ſome near 
diſtance, for the ſeaſon was ſuch as he would not ſtir from 
thence, untill a ſafe Harbour was diſcovered by them with their 
Boat ; yea, it was ſometimes threatned, thar if they would noc 
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Set a place in time, that they and their goods ſhould be turned 
on ſhore, and that the Ship would leave them , the Maſter ex- 
preſling himſelf, that Proviſions ſpent apace, and that he would 
keep ſufficient for himſelf and his Company for their return. 
It is true indeed, that the love and affetions of their Brethren 
they left behinde them in Holland, was cordial and intire to- 
wards them, but they had lictle power to help them or them- 
ſelves : what could now ſuſtain them but the Spiric of God and 
his gtace? Ought not,and may not the Children of theſe Fathers 
rightly ſay , Our Fathers were Engliſh-men , which came over 
this great Ocean, ard were ready to periſh in this Wilderneſs , but

the 7zdians traRs, bur could not finde them nor their dwellings, 
but at length lighred on a good quantity of clear ground near 
to a Pond of freſh water, where formerly the 7-d:ans had plant- 
ed 7ndian Corn,at which place they ſaw ſundry of their graves; 
and proceeding further, they found new Stubble where /n4ia 
Corn had been planted the ſame year', alſo they found where 
1 lately an houſe had been, where ſome Planks aad a great Kettle 
_ was remaining, and heaps of ſand newly paddled with their 
[1K hands, which they digged up, and found in them divers fair 
Tedian Baskets filled with Corn, ſome whereof was in Ears 
fair and good of divers colours, which: ſeemed to thema very 
goodly ſight, having ſeen none before: Of which Rarities they 
took ſome to carry 50 their friends on Shipboard, like as the

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Tfraclites Spies|brought from Efecol ſome of the good fruirs-of 
the Land :i bur:finding little that might make for their encou- 
ragementas to ſituation, they returned, being gladly received 
by the reſt of their Company, 

After this, their Shallop being ready, they ſer out the ſecond 
time for a more full Diſcovery of this place, eſpecially a place 
that ſeemed to bean opening as they went into the ſaid Har- 
bour fome two or three Leagues off, which the Maſter judged 
to be a River ; about thirty of them went out on this ſecond 
Diſcovery, the Maſter of the Ship going with them : but upon 
the more exact diſcovery thereof, they found it to be no Har- 
bour for Ships, but onely for Boats. There they alſo found 
two of their Houſes covered with Mats, and ſundry of their 
Implements in them; but the people ran away, and could not 
be ſeen : Alſo there they found more of their Corn and Beams 
of various colours, the Corn and Beams they brought away, ,, 
purpoling to give them full ſatisfation when they ſhould meer. yr ok cone 
with any of them. And here is to be noted, a ſpecial and a tym ful [atiſ= 
great mercy to this people, that here they got them ſeed to *fafion to their 
plant them Corn the next year, or otherwiſe they might have £977. 
ſtarved, for they had none, nor any likelyhnod to get any, un- 4 ſþ:cial, Pro- 
till che feaſon had been paſt (as the ſequel did manifeſt) neither _— hy Goa - 
is it kely that they had had this, if the firſt Diſcovery had not *? ** OH: 
been made, for the ground was now all covered with Snow, 
and hard frozen, bur the Lord is never wanting unto thoſe 
that are his in their greateſt needs, Let his holy Name have 
all che praiſe.

Atthefirſt it was alſo conceived, whiles they had 
competent Victuals that the Ship would ſtay, but when that 
grew low, they would be gone, and let them fhifr for them-

Marihficld, OY OO CEP EL EO : having: 
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having much foul weather ,, on the ſixth;of December they con- 
cluded to ſend out their Shallop- again ona third Diſcovery. 
The Names of thoſe that went. on this Diſcovery, were Mr. 
7ohn Carver, Mr. William Bradford, Mr. Edward Winſlow, Ca- 
ptain Ales Staudiſo, Mr. fohn Howland, Mr. Richard warren, 
Mr. Steven - Hopkins, Mr. Edward Tilly, Mr. Fohn Tilly, Mr. 
Clark, Mr. Coppin,  fohn Allerton , Thomas Engliſh , Ed- 
Ward Doten, With the Maſter Gunner of the Ship, and three 
other of the common Seamen , theſe ſet ſail on Wedneſday the 
ſixth of December 1620, intending to Circulate the deep Bay 
of Cape Cod, the weather being very cold, ſo as the Spra of 
the Sea lighting on their Coats, they were as if they had been 
glazed, notwithſtanding, that night rhey got down into the 
bottom of the Bay, and as they drew neat the ſhore they ſaw 
ſome ten or twelve Indians, and landed about a League off 


them, (but with ſome difficulcy, by reaſon of the Sholes in 


that place) where they tarried that night. In- the morning 
they divided their Company to coaſt along, ſome on ſhore, and 
ſome inthe Boat, where they ſaw the [ndians had been the day 
before cutting up of a Fiſh like a Gramprs ; and ſo they ranged 
up and down all that day, but found no people, nor any place 
they liked as fit for their ſettlement ; and chat night they on 
ſhore met with their Boat at a certain Creek, where they made 
them a' Barricado of boughs and lops for their lodging that 
night, and being weary berook themſelves to their reit. The 
next morning about five of the clock (ſeeking guidance and 
proteRion from God by prayer) and refreſhing themſelves in 
way of -preparation to perſiſt on in their intended Expedition, 
ſome of them carried their Arms down to the Boat, having 
laid them-up in their Coats from the moiſture of the weather , 
but others ſaid they would not carry theirs untill they went 
themſelyes : Burt preſently all.on a fudden, about the dawning 
of the day, they heard a great. and ſtrange cry, and one of 
their Company being on board, came haſtily in, and cried, 7#- 
dians, Indians, and+withall their Arrows came flying amongſt 
them ,-.0n which, all their men ran with ſpeed to recover their 
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Arms (as by Godsigood Providence they did.) In the mean 
time, ſome of thoſe that were ready diſcharged two Muskets at 
them, and rwo more ſtood ready-at the entrance of their Ren- 
dezvouz, but were commanded not to ſhoot, untill they could 
take full aim at them , and the other two charged again with 
all ſpeed, for there were onely four that had Arms there, and 
defended the Barricado which was firſt aſfaulted, The cry of 
the 1»dians was dreadful, eſpecially when they ſaw their men 
run out of their Rendezyouz towards the Shallop to-recover 
their Arms , the 7»dians wheeling about upon them : bur ſome 
running out with.Coats of Mail, and Cuttle-axes in their hands, 
ey ſoon recovered their Arms, and diſcharged amongſt them, 
and ſoon ſtayed their violence. Notwithſtanding, there was a 
luſty man, and no leſs valiant, ſtood behinde a Tree within half 
a Musket ſhot, and let fly his Arrows amongſt chem : he was 
{eento ſhoot three Arrows, which were all avoided, and ſtood 
three ſhot of a Musket, untill one taking full aimat him, made 
the Bark or Splinters of the Tree fly about his ears; after 
which he gave'an extraordinary ſhriek, and away they went alf 
of them: and ſo leaving ſome to keep the Shallop, they fol- 
lowed them about a.quarter of a mile, that they might conceive 
that they were not afraid of them, or any way difcouraged. 

' Thus it pleaſed God to vanquiſh their Enemies, ' and to give 
them deliverance, and by his ſpecial Providence ſo to diſpoſe, 
that not any one of them was either hurt or hit, though their 
Arrows came cloſe by them ; - and ſundry of their Coats whictr 
bung up in the Barricado were ſhot through and through : for: 
which ſalvation and deliverance. they rnnied ſolemn Thenks- 
giving unto the Lord. War 

From hence they departed, and coaſted all along, butdiſcern- 
ed no place likely for Harbour, and therefore haſted to the' 
place their Pilot (as aforeſaid) told them of, who aſſured them' 
that there was a good Harbour, and they might fetch it before” | 
night : of which they were glad, for ir began to be' foul-wea-/ 


- of C6 : 
After ſome hours ſailing ic began.to-Snow and Rain, _ ; 
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Sea became very rough, 'and they brake their Rudder, and ic 
was as much as two men could do to ſteer the Boar with a 
couple of Oars; but the Pilot bid them be of good chear, for 
he be the Harbour : but the: ſtorm increaſing, and night 
drawing on, they: bare what ſail they could to ger 1n while they 
could fee : but herewith they brake their. Maſt in three pieces, 
and their -Sail fell over-board in a very grown Sea, ſo as they 
had like-to have been caſt away ; yet by Gods mercy they re- 
. covered themſelves, and having the flood with chem, ſtruck into 
the Harbour. But when it came to, the Pilot was deceived tn 
the place, and ſaid, Lord be merciful to us, my eyes never ſaw this 
place before : and he and the Maſters Mate would have run the 
Boat aſhore in a Cove full of Breakers before the wind, buta 
luſty Seaman which ſteered bade them that rowed, 7f they were 
men, about With her, elſe they were all caſt away ,, the which they 
did with allſpeed :. ſo. he bade them be' of good chear, and row 
hard, for there was a fair Sound before them, and he' donbred not 
but thry ſhould finae one'place or other where thy might ride in 
ſafety. . And although it was very dark, and rained ſore, yet in 
che end they got under-the lee of a ſmall Iſland, and remained 
thereal| night in ſafety: Bur they knew not this to be an Iſland 
untill the next: morning, but were divided in their mindes, ſome 
would keep the Boat, doubting they might be amongſt the 7-- 


dians, others wereſo wetand cold they could not endure, but fters pate firſt 
got on ſhore, and with much difficuky gor fire, and ſo the ſtepped 6n ſhores * 
whole were refreſhed, and reſted in fafery that night. The thereon. . 


next day rendring thanks-to God for 'his great' deliverance of 
them, and his continued merciful g00d Providence towards 
them, and finding this-to be' an Iſland, it being che laſt day of 

the week, they reſolved to keep the Sabbath there. - 
On the ſecond day of the week following they ſounded the 
Harbour, and found it fic for Shipping,' and marched inro 'the 
Land, and found divers Corn fields, and little running Brooks, 
a place (as they ſuppoſed) fit for Situation, art leaſt ic was the

Oa the fifteenth of Decewber they weighed Anchor, to $9 ro 
the place they had diſcovered,- and atrived the ſixteenth day in 
the Harbour they, had formerly diſcovered, and afterward rook 
better view of the: place, and reſolved where to pitch their 
Dwellings ; and on the Five and twentieth day of December 
began to erect the firſt Houſe for common uſe, to receive them 
and their goods : and after they had provided a place for their 


.Soods and. common ſtore (which was long in unlading for 
-. Want of .Boats, and by reaſon of foulneſs of the winter wea- 
'ther, and fickneſs of divers) they began to build ſome ſmall 


Cottages for Habication, as time would admit, and alſo con- 
ſulted of Laws and Orders both for their Civil and J4:litary 
Government, as the neceſlicy of their preſent condition did re- 
quire. But that which was ſad and lamentable, chat in two or 
three Moneths time half of their Company died, eſpecially in 
[ame and February, being the depth of Winter , wanting 
ouſes and other comforts, being infeted with the Scurvy, and 
other Diſeaſes, which this long Voyage and their incommodate 
condition had brought upon them, fo as there died ſometimes 
two, ſometimes three on a day in the aforeſaid time, that of 
One hundred and odde perſons, ſcarce Fifry remained. Amongſt 
others in the time fore-named, died Mr. 1itiam 14»/lins, a 
man pious and well-deſerving, endowed: alſo with a conſider- 
able outward Eſtate; and had it been the-witt of God that he 
had ſurvived, might have proved an uſeful Inſtrument in his 
place, wich ſeveral others. who deceafed in this great and com- 
mon afMiction, whom I might take- notice of to the like effeR. 
Of thoſe that did ſurvive in-this time of diſtreſs and calamity 
that: was, upon them, there was ſometimes but fix or ſeven 
ſound perſons, who (to their great commendation be it ſpoken) 
ſpared-no pains night nor- day to be helpful co rhe reſt, not 
ſhunning to do very mean ſervices to help the weak aid impo- 
rent, In which Sickneſs the Seamen ſhared alſo deeply, and

away.  Thus' being but few, and'yery weak, this was an op- 
portunity for the Salvages to have made a prey of them, who 


were wont to be the mott cruel and treacherous people in all

harm from.them, * The Lord alfo ſo diſpoſed, as aforeſaid, 
much to waſte them by a great Mortality, rogether with which 


were their own Civit Difſentions, and Bloody Wars, ſo as the 


twentieth perforrwas ſcarce left alive when theſe people arrived, 
there remaining ſad ſpeRacles of that Mortality in the place 
where they ſeated, by many bones and skulls of che dead lying 
above-ground , whereby it appeared, that the living of them 
were not able to bury their dead, Some of the ancient 7ydiarns

But about the ſixteenth of arch, 1627, 
a certain' 7ydian called Samiſer came boldly amongſt them, and 
ipake to them in broken Engliſh, which yet they could well un- 

erſtand.; at which they marvelled : but at lengrh they under- 


ſtood that he belonged to the Eaftern parts of the Country, 


and had acquaintance. with ſundry of the Z»g/i Fiſhermen, 


and: could name ſundry of them, from whom he learned his 


language.

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Number, and Strength, of their Sicuation, .and Diſtance from 
this place, and who was Chief among(t them :; He told them 
alſo of another 1n9ian called Squante,. alias Si/quantam, one of 
this place, who had been in England, and could ſpeak better 
Engliſh then himſelf: And after courteous. entertainment of 
him, he was diſmiſſed. Afterwards he came again,..with ſome 


.other Natives, and told them of the coming of the great 


Sachem named 2aſſaſoict, who (about four or hive dayes after ) 
came-with the chief of his Friends and other Attendants, with 
the aforeſaid ©qxanto, - with whom (after friendly entertainmenc 
and ſome gifts given him) they made a League of Peace with 
him, which continued with him and his Succeſſors to the time.

League is as followeth : 
T. Hat. neither he, nor any of 'hus, ſhould injure or da, hurt to 
4 avyof their people, 

Il. That if any of his did any hurt to any of theirs, he ſhould

III. That if any thing were taken away from any of theirs, he 
ſhould canſe it to be reftored , and they ſhould do the like to his, 

IV. That if any did unjuſtly War againſt him, they would aid 
kim ,, and if any did War againſt them, he ſoould aid them. 

V. That he ſhould ſend to his Neighbour-Confederates, to cer- 
tifie them of this, that they might not Wrong them, but might be 
likewiſe compriſed in theſe Conditions of Peace. 

VI. That when his en came to them upon any occaſion, they , 
fhonld leave their Arms (which werethen Bowes and Arrows) 
behinde them, | 

VII. Laſtly, That ſo doing, their Soveraign Lord King James 
would eſteem him as His Friend and Ally. |

Bur co reeurn to the ſtate and condition of- the Planters at 
Plimoath, all this while no ſupply heard of, ſo they began to 
think how they might raiſe as much corn as they could, ſo as 
they-mighr not languiſh in miſery as-formerly they had done, 
and at the preſent they did, -andit was thought the beſt way, 
and accordingly given way unto, that every one ſhould plant 
Corn for his own: particular, and in that regard provide for 
themſelves; and in other reſpe&s continue the general courſe 
and way as. before: & ſo they ranged all their youth under ſome 
family, and ſet upon ſuch a cour fe, whicthad-good ſucceſs, for 
It - 5 all hands'very induſtrious; ſo as much Corn was plan- 
ted, | 

This courſe being ſetled, by that time all their Corn was 
planted, all their victuals was ſpent, and they were only to reit 
pn Gods providence, many-times at night, norknowing where 
to have any thing to ſuſtain nature the nexr day, and ſo ( as'6ne 
well obſerved ) had needto pray that God would give them 
their daily bread, above all peoplein the world ; yet they bare 
thoſe wants with great patience and alacriry of ſpirit; and that 
for ſo long a time as the moſt part of two years. 

— Which brings to mindewhar Peer Z4zrtyr writes in magni- 
fying of the Spaniards, They ( ſaid le) led a miſerable life for 
five dayes together, with parched grain of Maize only, and that not 
zoſaticty, and then- concludes, that ſuch pains, ſuch labours, he 
thought nane living, which i not a Spaniard; conld have inaarea. 

| Bux alas, thoſe men when they had 21aize (that 1s [nadian 
Corn ) they thought it as 500d as afeaſt ; and wanted not only 
for five dayes together, but.ſometimes for-rwo or three months 
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together, and neither had bread, nor any kinde of corn. ' : 

Indeed in-another -place in his ſecond Decade pag. 94. He 
mentions hoW others of them were worſe put to it, where they- were 
faine toeat Dogs, Toads and dead Men, and (o almoſt all of them 
died. From rheſe extremities the Lord-in his goodneſs preſer- 
ved both their lives and healths, let his Holy Name have the 
praiſe, yet et me here make uſe of his conclufion, which in 
tome ſort may be applied to this people, That with their mi- 
ſeries they opened a way to thoſe new lands: and after ſtorms with 
what eaſe other men came to inhabit in them, in reſpet# of the cala- 
mities theſe men ſuffered, ſo as they ſeemed to go to a bride feaſt where 
all things are proviatd for them. 

They having one boat left, and ſhee none of the beſt, with a 
net which they bought, improved them for the taking of Baſle, 
which proved a good help to them, and when thoſe failed they 
were fain all hands-to go dig ſhell-fiſh out:of the ſands for their 
living; in the winter ſeaſon ground-nuts and fowl was the 
principal of their refreſhing, until God fent more ſerled and 
ſuicable ſupplies, by-his bleſſing upon their induſtry. - 

At length they received ſome letters from the adventurers, 
which gave them intelligence of a ſhip: ſet out, to come hither 
unto Plimonth, named the Parragon , This ſhip was bought by 
Mr. Zohn Pierce, and ſet our on his own charge, upon hopes of 
great mattets ; the paſſengers and goods, the Company ſent in ' 
her , he took 1n for fraighr, for which- they agreed with him to 
be delivered here : this was he in whoſe name their firſt Patent - 
was taken, for this place where Phmenth is, by reaſon of ac- 
quaintance and ſome allyance thar ſome: of 'their friends had 
with him, but bis:name-was' only uſed in-truſt; but when he 
ſawthey were here hopefully ſeated, and by the ſucceſs God 
gave them, had obtained the favour of: the Council: of New- 
England,he goes & ſues to the ſaid Council for another Patent 
of much larger extent in their names, which-waseafily obtained, 
but he meant to keep'it to himſelf, and ro allow them what he 
pleaſed to hold of him as tenants, and ſue to his Courts as 
chief- Lord ; but the Lord marvelouſly croſicd him in his pro- 
ee I ceedings . 
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ceedings:; for: when his ſhip, above-named ſer -out. from the 

"Thames, ſhe ſprang a leak-by:that time fhe got to! the Dowys, 

and alſo by reaſon of a:chop that accidentally befel one of cher 

Cables, ic brakein a ftreſs of wind while ſhe there rode, and 

was tn danger to have'bin driven on the ſands, and thereupon 
was con{tratned to-reurn back to Loxdox, and there arrived in 

fourteen dayesafcer; and was haled up into the Dock, and an 

hundred pound more. beſtowed on her to mend her leaks and 

bruiſes, which ſhe received in the aforeſaid ſtorm, and when ſhe 

was again fitted for the voyage, he peltered his ſhip, and takes 

in more paſſengers, and. thoſe ſome of them not very good, to 

help to bear his loſſes, and ſers out the ſecond time, and when 

he was half way or thereabouts to New-England was forced 

back again by an extreme tempeſt, wherein 'the goodneſs and 

mercy of God appeared in their preſer vation, being one hundred 

and nine ſouls. | This ſhip ſuffered the greateſt extremity at 
ſea, ar.her ſecond ſetting forth, as 1s ſeldome the like heard of, 
It was about the middle of February that the ſtorm began, and 
it continued for the moft part of fonrteen dayes, but for two or 
three dayes and nights together in moſt violent extremity : at 
the beginning of the ſtorm, their boat being above-decks, was 
thrown over-board , they ſpent their Main-maſt, their Round- 
houſe was beaten off with the ſtorm, and all the upper works 
b) of their ſhip : he that ſtood to give direRion, for the guiding of 
her before the ſea, was made faſt, to prevent his waſhing over- 


:r of the board, and the ſeas did ſo over-rake them, as that many times 
ſviz, and thoſe upon the deck, knew not whether they were wirhin-board 
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or without ; and by her-:extreme leaking, being a very rotten 
ſhip, and the ſtorm increaſing, ſhe was-once very near founder- 
ing in the ſea, ſo as they thought ſhe would never rife again : 
Notwithſtanding the Lord was pleaſed of his great mercy to 
preſerve them ; and after great weather-beating and extraordi- 
nary danger, they arrived ſafe at Portſmouth in Hanphire, to 
the wonderment of 'al{ that beheld in whatcondinon they were, 
and heard what they had endured. ' |

England, for which they ſhould pay a great ſum of money , 
bur he could do no good of them, for they were too ſtrong for

Plimouth that they ſpake with a ſhip at ſea, and were on board 
her, that was coming to the ſaid Plantation of Plimonth, in - 
which were ſundry paſſengers, and they marvelled ſhe was not 
arrived, fearing ſome miſcarriage, for they loſt her in a ſtorm 
that fell ſhortly after they had beet» on board :. which relation 
filled them full of -fears, yet mixed with-hope. The Maſter of

burnt their Houſes. and all their Proviſions, ſo as they were 
neceſſitated thereunto, This Fire was by ſome of the Seamen, 
that were Royſtering in an Houſe where it firſt began, making 
a great Fire, the weather being cold, which brake out of the 
C imgey iato the Thatch, and burnt three Hquſes, and con- 
ſumed al} their Gaods and Proviſions. The Houſe in' which ic 
degan, was right againſt their. Store-houſe at Plhmoarh, which 
they had much ado roſave; in which was the Common Store 
of the Proviſions of the Plantation, which bad it been loſt, the 
ſame had been oyerthrawn::. but through Gods mercy it was 
faved, by the diligence of the people, and care of the Gover- 
nour and theſe about him.

Lyfords Letters, many of them large, and full of ſlan- 
ders and falfe accuſations, tending not only to their prejudice, 
but ruineand witer ſubverſion ; moſt of them they ler pats, 
only took copies of them, but ſome of rhe moſt material, they 
ſent true copies of them and kept the originals, leſt he ſhould: 
deny-chem, and that they might produce: his own hand againſt 
him; amongſt theſe Letters they found the copies of two 
Letters, which were ſent ina Letter of his co Mr. Fohn Pember- 
ron a Miniſter, and a great 0 eto the Plantation, theſe two' 
Letters of which he took the eopies, were the one of thenr' 
wtiten by a Gentleman in Eng/and to Mr, Brewſter here, the 
other by Mr. 7inflow to Mr. Robinſon in Holtand, at his 
coming away, as the ſhip lay at Graveſend, they lying ſealed iw 
the great Cabbin, whiles Mr. z7inſlow was buſie about the af- 


: _ faires of the fhip, this fly Merchant opens them, rakes copies 


of them, and-ſeals them up-again, and not only ſeals'the copies 
of them- thus, 7 his Friend and their Adverſary, but alles 
thereto.in the Margent many ſcurritous and flouting Annora- 
tions, In the evening' the Governour returned, and they 
were ſomewhat blank art it; but after ſome weeks when they” 


heard nothing, they then were as brisk- as ever, «thinking no- 


thing had been known, but all was gone currant, and that 
the Governour went: out but to diſpatch his own Letters: -

to his charge... Then his Lecters were produced, at which he 
was ſtruck mute, Oldham began to be furious, andro rage, 


becauſe they had-intercepted their Letters,. provoked the peo- . 
ple co Mutiny in ſuch words as theſe, 245 afters, where are \ 


your hearts ? now ſhew your conrage : -y0u have: often complained 
to me ſo and ſo, now u the time, if you Will do any thing, 1 will 
ftand by you, &c. thinking that every one knowing his hu- 
mour that had fooled or-flattered him, or otherwiſe, or that in 
their Diſcontent uttered any thing unto him, would now fide 
with him.in open Rebellion : But he wasideceived, for not a 
man opened his mouth, all were filent. Fr 

Then the Governour took pains in Conviting Lyford of his 
Kypocriſie and Treachery, in abuſing his friends, in taking Co- 
pies of their Letters in an under-hand way, and ſending chem 
abroad to their diſgrace, &c., and.produced them, and his own 
Letters under his own: Hand, which he could not deny, and 
cauſed chem.to be read before all the people; at which all his 
Confedrates were blank, and had not a word ro ſay. Bur after 
awhile he began to ſay, That ſundry had made ſome Complaints 
unto him, and informed him of divers things : which being there 
preſent, and the particulars named to them, they denied. 

Then they dealt with him abour his Diſſembling in the 
Church, and that he profeſſed to concur with them in all things, 
and what a large Confeſſion he had'made at his admittance , 
and that he held not himſelf a Miniſter, till he had a new Cal- 
ling, &c. and yet now he conteſted againſt them, .aud drew a 
Company apart, and ſequeſtred himſelf, and would go about 


to adminiſter rhe.

yer afforded little or no help after this, ſo that the Plantation 
was fain to ſtand on their own legs, being indeed marvelloufly 
ſupported by the Lord, for it pleaſed him ſo to bleſs: their -en- 
deavours, as that they raiſed great crops of -7ndian Corn (about 
this time ). ſo as they had enough, and to ſpare, and began to 
have thoughts of improving parc of it in a way of trading 
' with the 1»djans, and having only two ſhallops, and no bigger 
veſlels,theylaid a deck on the one of them in the midſhips,to pre- 
ſerve the corn dry from weather, & ſo ſent her ladenwith corn 
ro a place caſl'd K enebek,about fifty leagues off ro the Eaſtwards: 
and notwithſtanding they were ſtrangers to the way, .and place

And here may not omit the obſervable diſpenſation of Gods 
providence, reſpeRing his dealing with the Adventurers fore- 
mentioned, in reference unto two ſhips they ſent unto theſe 
parts about that time, on a fiſhing voyage only upon their own 
account, having left the Plantation to ſhift for themſelves , one 
of theſe ſhips was a ſmall one ( viz.) the 7ames forenamed, 
which was well laden wich good Cor fi, and in her a great 
quantity likewiſe of Beaver and other furs, which was ſent by 
the Plantation to the Adventurers, and returned for England : 
the other ſhip was alſo laden with good dry f/5, and ſhe alſo 
returned with her ; being thus well fraighted, they went to- 
= lovingly and joyfully away, the greater ſhip towing the 
lefſer at her ſtern all the way over-bound, and had ſuch fair 
weather, as they never caſt her off, till they were ſhot deep 
into the Ezgii/b Chanel, almoſt within fight of Plimonth, and yet 
there ſhe was unhappily taken by a7 #rks-man of war, & carried 
into FJally, where the Maſter and Men were made Slaves, and 
many of the Beaver-skins were ſold for four pence a piece. 
Thus were all their hopes daſhed in this reſpe&, and the joy- 
full News they went to carry home, turned into heavy Tidings. 
Some thought this a Hand of God for ſome unkindneſs ſhewed 
tothe Plancarion, by exa&tion upon them in reference to a par- 
cel of goods they a little before had ſent over to them on ex- 
treme Rates: But Gods Judgements are unſearchable, neither 
ought we'to be too bold therewith. But however, it ſhews

Now to maintain this riotous Prodigality -and profuſe 
expence,,the ſaid AZorton thinking himſelf lawleſs, and hearing 
what gain the Fiſhermen made of :trading of Pieces, Powder 
and Shot , heas head of this conſortſhip, began the practice 
of the ſame in theſe parts : and firſt heraught the Indians how 
to uſe them, to charge and diſcharge them, and what propor- 
tion of powder to give the Piece, according to the ſize or big- 
neſs of the ſame, and what ſhot to uſe for Fow!, and what for 
Deer : and having thus inſtruted them, - he imployed ſome of | 
them to Hunt and Fowl for him ; ſo as they became ſomewhat | 
more active in that imployment then any of the Zzg/i/e, by 
reaſon of their ſwiftneſs of foot, and nimbleneſs of body, beings 
alſo quick-ſighted, and by continual exerciſe, well knowing the 
haunt of all ſorts of . game, . ſoas when they ſaw the execution 
that a Piece would do, and the benefit that might come by the 
ſame, they became very eager after them, 'and would not. tick 
to give any price they cou!d_ attain to for them. accounting 
cheir Bowgand Arrows bur. bables in compariſon of them, 

And here'we may take occaſion to bewail the miſchief which 
came by.this. wicked 'man, and orhers like unto him; \ih' that 
notwithſtanding all Jaws,for the reſtraint of ſelling Ammunitzon 
co the Natives, that ſo far baſe covetouſneſs prevailed, and doth 
fill prevail, as that the Salvages become amply mar; * with

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Guns, Powder, Shot, Rapters, Piſtols, and alſo well-Skilled in 
repairing .of defeftive Arms ; yea ſome have nor ſpared to 
tell them how Gun-powder. is made, and all che materials in 
ic, and that they are to be had in their own Land, and would 
(no doubr, in caſe they could attain to the making of Salt-Peter) 
reach them to. make Powder : and what miſchief may fall our 
unto the Exg/if in theſe parts thereby, let this peltilent fel- 
low /Zorton.( aforenamed ) bear a, great part of the blame 
and guilt of it to future Generations, © Bur leſt 1 ſhould hold 
the Reader too long in the relation of the particulars of his 
vile atings ;,, when. as the Z-g/if that then lived up and down 
about che Maſſachyſers, and in.orher places, perecwing. the (ad 
conſequences of his'trading, ſo as the /udians became furniſhed 
with the Zng/þ Arms & Ammunition, and expert in the impro-

Ordinances of God there, but onely from the Corruptions and Diſ- 
orders there , and that they came away from the Common Prayer 
and Ceremonies, and had ſs ffered much for their Non-C onformity 
in their Native Land, and therefore being in a place where thy 
might have their liberty, they neither conld nor world uſe them, be- 
cauſe they judged the impoſition of theſe things to be ſinful Cor- 
ruptioxs in the Worſhip of God, The Governour and Council, 
and thegenerality of the people, did well approve of the Mi- 
niſters Anſwer : and therefore findings thoſe two Brothers to 


be of high Spirits, and their ſpeeches and practiſes tending to 


Mutiny and FaCtion, the Governour told them, 7h. New- 
England was no place for ſuch as thy; and therefore he ſent 
chem bech back for EZ»glazd at the return of the Ships the ſame 
year :--and chough they breathed-ouc Threatnings both agiiodt 


the Governour and Miniſters there, yet the Lord ſo diſpoſed 


of all, that there was no further inconvenience followed up- 
on It, 
The two Miniſters there- being ſeriouſly ſtudious of Retor- 
mation, they conſidered of the ſtate of their-Children, rogether 
with their Parents , concerning which, Letters did paſs between 
Mr, Higginſon, and Mr, Brewſter the reverend Elder of the 
Church of Plimouth, and they did agree in their- judgements, 
214, Concerning the C harch- Memberſhip. of the Children with 
their parents, and that Baptiſm was a ſeal of their Aſember/hip, 
only when they were Adult, they being not ſcandalous, they 
wereto be examined by the Cred:0 eerg, and upon their ap- 
probation of their fitneſs, and upon t 

perſona], owning of the Covenanc, they were to be received 
unto the. Lords, Supper, . Accordingly Mr. Higgin/on's eldeſt 
Son, being about fifteen years of age, was owned co have been

Mr. Higginſon \ived but one year after the ſecling of the 
Church there, departed this life about the ſame time the' next 
year, in the Month of 4zgsf, 1630. Mr. Skelton lived until 
che year 1634. when he alſo quietly ſlept in the Lord, and were 
both buried at Salem, As it is an honour to be in Chriſt be- 
fore others, as in Rom:;16. ſoalfo to be firſt in the Lords work, 
and to be faichfulin it, as theſe ewo holy men were, who made 
fuch 'a beginning in Charch-reformation, as was afterwards 
followed by many orhiers. 

In the year 1634. Mr, Roger Williams removed from 
Plimonth to Salim : he had lived about three years at Plimonth, 
where he was well accepted as an aſſiſtant in the Miniſtry to 
Mr. Ralph Smith, then Paſtor of the Church there, but by de- 


"stees venting of divers of his own ſingular opinions, and ſeek- 


ing to impoſe rhem'upon others, he not finding fuch a econcur- 
rence as he'expected, he deſired hisdiſmifſion to rhe Church of 
Sale, which though ſome were unwilling to, yet throngh the 
prudent counfel of Mr, Brewſter (the ruling Elder there ) 
fearing thatthis continuance amongſt them 'might-canfe divi-

was to give them notice, That if the Charch of Salem would not 
ſeparate not ouly from the Churches of Old-England, but the 
Churches of New-England roo, he Weed ſeparate from them : the 
. more prudent and-ſober partof 'the- Church being amazed ar 
bis way, could not yield unto him: whereupon he never came to 
the Church Aſſembly more, profeſling ſeparation from them as 
Antichriſtian, and not only ſo; bur he withdrew all-private re- 
ligious Communion from any that would hold Communion 
with the. Church -there, infomuch as he would not pray nor 
Sivethanks at meals wich his own wife nor -any of his family, 
becauſe-they went to the Church Aſſemblies : divers of the 
weaker ſort of the Church-members, that had been throughly 
leavened wich-his Opinions, of which number were divers wo- 
men that were zealqus in their way, did by degrees fall off to 


him, inſfomuch as he kept a meeting in his own houſe, unto 


which a numerous company did reſort, both on the Sabbath 
day and at other times, in way of ſeparation from, and oppoſt- 
tion to the-Church Aſſembly chere, which the prudent Ma- 
giſtrates underſtanding, and ſeeing things grow more and more 
eowards 2 general diviſion and diſturbance, after all orher means 
uſed in vain, they paſſed 'a ſentence of Baniſhment againſt him 
out of the Xfafſachyſers Colony, as againſt a diſturber: of che 
eace, both of the Church and Common-weakth,  - 
After which Mr, /;//;ams fat down in a place: called Provi- 


_ &xce, out of the Aſafſachuſers Juriſdiction, and was followed by 


many of rhe members of the Church of Sale, who did zea- 
louſly adhere to him, and who cried our'of the Perſecution that 
was againſt him: ſome others alſo reſocted to him from other 
parts. They had nor been long there together, bur from rigid 
ſeparation they fell to Anabaptiſtry, renouncing the Baptiſm 
which they had received in their Infancy, and taking up another 
Bapuſm, and fo began a Church in that way; but Ar. -w:Viams 
ſtoppeti:not there lone, for after ſome time he told the people 
that had followed him, and joyned with him in a new Bapt! = 
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that he was ont of the-way himſelf, and had miſ-led them, for he 
did not finde. that there was uny upon earth that could adminiſter 
Baptiſm, and therefore their laſt ' Baptiſm was a nullity, as well 4s 
their . firſt ; and therefore they muſt lay down all, and wait for the 
coming of new Apoſtles : and ſo they diſſolved themſelves, and 
turned 'Scekers, Keeping that one Principle , That every one 
ſeould have liberty to Worſhip God according to' the Light of their 
own Conſciences ,, but otherwiſe not owning any Churches or 
Ordinances of God any where upon Earth. 

Thus much was thought meet to be inſerted here concern- 
ing the great and lamentable Apoſtacy of Mr. /:/iams, that 
itmayÞbea Warning to all others to take heed of a gradual 
declining from, and forſaking the Churches of; Chriſt, and Or- 
dinances of Got in them, leſt they be left of God' to run ſuch 
a courſe as he hath done; 1herefore let him that thinks he ſtands, 
take heed leſt he fall, 1 Cor. 10. 12, As alſo to. be a Motive 
to the Saints, to remember -him unto God in their feryent 
Prayers for his rerurn , he+having been ſometimes an_ able 
Diſpenſer of the Word of God, and (in ſeveral reſpeRts) of 
an exemplary Converſation. 2 

And yer that there may be a ſtanding Evidence of the Care 
that was had 1n thoſe times to prevent the growth of Errours, 
and of the excrciſe of the Communion of Churches for that 
end, it is thought meet further to.inſert this paſſage : That be- 
fore the putring forth of the Civil Power of the Magiſtrate for. 
the removing of Mr, illiams from Salem, and beſides other 
means alſo uſed, there was 3, publick Admonition ſent in wri- 
ting from the Church of Boo to the Church of Salem, for. 
che reducing of Mr. williams, and the erring part of the 
Church, The Title of the Writing was, :

Theſe Indians not ſeeing them very forward to entertain the mo- 
tion, which they moved with great ardency, they ſollicited them 
of the Government of the Aafſachyſets in like ſort , but 
they being then not fit to entertain the motion, in reſpeR chat 


they were newly come into the Country, did not much regard

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tr-- | Notwithſtanding , ſome. of the chief made a motion to 
joyn with ſome herein a way of Trade at the ſame River , on 
which a meeting was appointed to treat concerning the ſame 
matter, and ſome of Plimonth appointed to give them meeting, 
which they did-; but they ca(t in the way many fears of danger 
and loſs, and the like, on which they of the 2afſachaſers de- 
clined the thing, and did not proceed therein. Whereupon, 
thoſe of P!imonth went on alone, and prepared a Frame of an 
Houſe, and ſtowed it into a Barque; ready to rear at their land- 
ing, and went up the ſaid River, and reared their Houſe, and 
fenced it about with a Palliſado, which was done with great dif- 
ficulty, not onely of the Dutch, bur alfo of the 1n45ans. 

| Notwithſtanding, the pſace they poſſeſſed themfetves of, was 
ſuch as the Dxzch had nothing to do with, and likewiſe was 
lawfully purchaſed of the Tzdians which they carried. with 
them, And this was Plimoaths entrance there, who deferved 
to have held it, and not. by friends to have been thruſt out, as in 
a ſort they afterwards were. 

This year it pleaſed God to viſt Pl/imenth with an infectious 
Feaver, of which many fell very ſick, and upwards of twenty 
died, men, women and children, and ſundry of them were of 
their ancient. Friends; amongſt the reſt , Mr. Samuel Fuller 
then died; after he had muck helped others, and was a comfort 
rothem: he was their Chirurgion and Phyfician, and did much 
good in tis place, being not onely ufefull in his faculty, but 


otherwiſe'as he was a godly man, and ſerved Chriſt in the 
. Office of 'a Peacon in the Church for many years, and focward 
:to do good in his place, and was much miſſed after God re- 


movedMm out of this world. | 

This ſickneſs cauſed much ſadneſs. amongſt them, and accord- 
;ng to their duty they befought the Lord by Faſting and Prayer, 
and he was intreated'of ' them; and cowards Winter the fick- 
neſs ceaſed. .

This Year the Towns on the River of Conne#icor began to 
be planted, and in tranſporting of Goods thicher, -From the 
Haſſachuſets en OMe: ſhallops were caſt away ( loaden with 
Goods to g0 thither') in an Eaſterly ſtorm, at the mouth of 

... Plmenth Harbour , the Boats men were all loſt, not ſo much as 
= *gs= pus any of their bodies found for burial, they being five in number 
nr in both the Boats: the Principal of them was one Mr. William 

4 Cooper, an antient 'Seaman of known $kill, having formerly been 
Aaſter of a ſhip, and had gone great Voyages to the Eaſt-Indies 
and to other parts, but the night being dark and ormy, they 
ran upon the skirt of a flat that lieth near the mouth of the 
harbour, and fo were over-raked, the goods came on ſhore 
along the Harbour, and the Governour cauſed a careful courſe 
£0 be taken for the preſervation of them in the behalf of the 
right owners, who afterwards received fo many of them as 

were ſaved, | 
The Relation of Now followeth the Tragedy of the War that fell 
the Pequor Hetwixt the Engl; and the Pequots, which I will relate accor- 
FATS: ding to my beſt intelligence ; in order whereunto I thought 
good to mention ſome particulars firſt, that by diſcerning the 
whole matter, in the ſeveral parts and circumſtances, the more 


of 
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ot the mercy and goodneſs of -God may be taken notice of, to 
his praiſe, for.deſtroying.ſo Proud and Blaſphemous an Enemy. 
In the Year 1634. the Pegaots, a ſtout and war-like People, 


who had made War wich ſundry of their Neighbours, and being 


puffed up with many ViRories, grew now at variance with the 
Narrhaganſets, a = People bordering upon them , theſe 
Narrhaganſets held correſpondence and tearms of friendſhip 
wich che £21; of the Maſſachnſets : now the Pequots being 
conſcious of the guilt of Captain. Stoves death, whom they 
knew to be an -Englifs man, as alſo thoſe that were with him , 
and being fallen out with the Datch, leſt they ſhould have 
over many Enemies at once, ſought to make friendſhip v#h the 
Engliſh of the Maſſachsſets, and for that end, ſent both meſlen- 
gers and gifts unto them, as appears by ſome Letters ſent from 
the Governour of the Maſſachuſets to the Governour of 
Plimouth, as followeth, 


Dear and Worthy Sir, 


8 '9 let you know ſomething of our affairs ; you may un- 
derſtand that the Pequors have ſent ſome of theirs to 

95, 10 deſire onr friendſhip, and offered much Wampam and 
Beaver, &c. The firft meſſengers were diſmiſſed without 


anſwer ; with the next we had divers dayes conference, and 


taking the advice of ſome of our Miniſters, and ſeeking the 
Lord in it, we concluded a peace and - friendſhip with them, 
upon theſe conditions, that they ſhould deliver up to: vs 
thoſe men who were guilty of Szones. death, &c. and if 
we deſired to plant in Conneicor, they ſhould give up their 
right to us, and we would ſend to trade with them as our 
friends, which was the chief thing we-aimed at : they being 
now in War with the Dutch andthe reſt of their Neighbours, 
To this they readily agreed, arid that we ſhould mediate a peace.

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between thems and the: Naxrhaganſets, for which end th 
were content we ſhould give: the Narrhaganſers part of the 
Preſent they would befow on us ;, for they ſtood ſo much on 
their honour, as they would not be ſeen to give any thing of 
themſelves :. as for Captain Stonc, they told us there were 
but 1ws left of thoſe who had any hand in his death, and that 
they killed him in ajuſt quarrel, for { ſaid they ) he ſurpri- 
zed two of our men-and bound them, to make them by 
force to ſhew him the way up the River; and he with two 
other coming on ſhore; nine 7#dians watched them, and 
when they were aſleep.in the night, they killed them, to 
deliver their own men.z and ſome of them-going atter- 
wards to the Barque, it was ſuddenly blown'up : We are 
now preparing to ſend a Barque unto them. And in another 
Letter he ſaith, our Barque 1s lately returned from the Pe- 
vots, and our men pur off but little Commodities, and 
ound them a yery falſe people, ſo as we mean to have no - 
more to do with them.

their opportunity by their: deceit : After the Eg/is of the 
Maſſachuſetts were returned, the Prquers took their time and 
opportunity to cut off ſome of the Zng/i/> at Connecticor, as 
-they paſſed up and down upon their occaſions , and tortured 
ſome of them-in putting them to death,in a moſt horrid and bar- 
barous manner : and moſt Blaſphemouſly in this their cruelc

bad them call upon their God, or mocked and derided them ,,.,, Blaſ- 


when they ſo did; and not long after aſſaulted them at their ,j,,,, 


houſes and habitations, as will appear more fully in the enſu- 
ing Relation,

Tf the fore-part of this Year, the Pegaozs fell openly upon the 
Engliſh at ConneFicot, in the lower parts of the River, and 
ſlew ſundry of them as they were at work in the fields, both 
men and women, to the great terror of the reſt ; and went away 
in great pride and triumph with many high threats : they alſo 
aſſaulted Jaybrock, Fort, at the mouth of the River of Conne- 


Ficot, although it was ſtrong and well defended : ir ſtruck them: 


with much fear and aſtoniſhment, to ſee their bold attempts in 
the face of danger, which made them in all places to ſtand upon 
their guard, and to prepare for reſiſtance, and earneſtly to 
ſalicite their friends and confederates in the Mafſachnſerts Bay,to 
ſend them ſpeedy aid; for they looked for more forceable 
aſſaults + Mr. Fae being then Governour of that Juriſdiction, 
writ from their General Court to the Goyernour and Court 
of New-Plimoxth, to joyn with them in this War, to which 
they were cordially willing: In the mean time, before things 
rould be prepared for to ſet..out, the Pequerr (as they: had 
done the winter before) ſought to make peace with the Narrba+ 
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garſers, and uſed: many. pernitious Arguments to move them 
thereunto, as That the Engliſh were ſtrangers, and began to over- 
ſpread their Country, and Would deprive them thereof in time, if 
they were ſuffered to grow andincreafe , and if” the-Narrhaganſets 
aid aſſiſt the Engliſh to ſubdue them, that did but "make way for 
their own overthrow ,, for-if they-were rooted out, the Engliſh 
World ſoon take occaſion to ſubjugate them , and if thty World 
hearken to them, they ſnould not need to fear the ſtrength of the 
Engliſh-: for they would nt come to open Battel with them, but 
fire their Houſes; kill their C attel, and ly: in ambuſh for them as 
they went abroad upon their occaſions ; and all this they might eaſily 
do with. little- danger to themſetves : the which conrſe being 'held, 
they well ſaw the Engliſh wonld not long ſubſif, but they Would 
either be ſtarved with hunger, or forced to forſake the Conrtry :. 
with many like things; inſomuch thatthe Narrhagaryſets were 
once wavering, and were half minded to have made peace with 
them, and joyned againſt the Z»g/;fs, but again when they _ 
conſidered how —_ wrong they had received from the Pe- 

guts, and whit an-opportunity x Poa now had by helping the 
Engliſh, to right themſelves, revenge was ſo ſweet to them, as 
it prevailed above all the reſt; ſo as they reſolved to joyn with 
with the Engl5f againſt them, and ſo did. The. Court of 
Plimonth agreed to ſend fifty men at their -own charge, and with 
as much ſpeed as poſſibly they could get them in a readineſs, 

under fufficient Leaders, and provided a Barque to carry their 
proviſions, and to tend upon them on all occaſions, and when 

they were ready to march with a ſupply from the Bay, they had 
word ſent -them+to ſtay, for the Enemy was as good as van- 
quiſhed and there would be no need. 

] ſhall not take upon meexaQly to deſcribe their Proceed-' 
ings in this War, becauſe poſſibly it hath been done by them- 
ſelves that were Acors- therein, -and beſt knew the Circum-_ 
ſtances of things : I ſhall therefore ſer them down in the main 
and general, . according to my bet Intelligence. 

From .ConeFicot, who -were moſt ſenſible of the . hurg/ 
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-and another party met them fromthe XZafſachyſers Bay at the 
Narrhaganſets, who were to joyn with them. The NVarrha- 
ganſets were very earneſt to be gone, before the Eng/ih were 
well reſted and refreſhed, eſpecially ſome of them which came 


laſt : Ir ſhould ſeem their deſire was to come upon the Enemy 


ſuddenly and anexpectedly. There-being a Barque of Plimonth 


newly put in there, which was come from Coneticor, they did 


encourage them to lay hold of the opportunity of the Indians 
forwardneſs, and to ſhew as great forwardneſs as they, for ir 
would .encourage them, and Expedirion might turn ro their 
great advantage : : SO they went on, 'and'ſo ordered their 


march, as the 7na;ans brought them to the Fort of their Ene- 


my (in which moſt of their chief men were) before day : 
They approached the ſame with great ſilence, and ſurrounded 
it both with Zngl;fs and Indians, that they might not break out, 
and ſo aſſaulted them with great: Courage, ſhooting amongſt 
them, and entred the Fort, with great f ed, and thoſe' that 
firſt entred found ſharp reſiſtance from the Enemy, who both 


ſhot andgrapled with them : Others ran into their houſes, and 
brought our fire and ſet them on fire, which ſoon took in their 
Mats, and their houſes ttanding cloſe together, with the wind' 
all was ſoon on a flame, and thereby more were burnt to death 


then were otherwiſe ſlain, It burnt their Bow-ſtrings, and 
made them unſerviceable, Thoſe that eſcaped the Fire were 


ſlain with the Sword, ſome-hewed to pieces, others run' 
through with their Rapiers, ſo as they were quickly diſpatched, - 
and very few eſcaped: The Number they thus deltroyed, was ' 


conceived to be above Four hundred. Ar this time is was-a 


fearful ſight to ſee them thus frying in the Fire, and the ſtreams 


of Blood quenching the ſame, and horrible was the ſtink and 


ſcent thereof © but the ViRtory ſeemed a ſweet Sacrifice, and 


they. gave the praiſe thereof tro God, who had wrought ſo 
wonderfully for them, thus to enclofe their Enemies in their 
hands, and give them fo ſpeedy Victory over ſo proud, infult- 
ing, and blaſphemous an Enemy, The Narrhagarſets all this

winle ood round about a loof off from all danger, and left * 
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the whole Execution tothe Ergliifh, except it were'the ſtopping. 
any that. brake away, 'inſulting over their Enemies. in their 
ruines and miſery, when they ſaw them dancing in the Fire, 
calling by a word in their own Language, ſignifying O brave 
Pequots! which they uſed familiarly amongſt themſelves in 
their own praiſes, in Songs of Triumph after their ViRto- 
ries. 

After this Service was thus happily accompliſhed, the Zngl,þ 
marched to the water-ſide, where they met with ſome of their 
| Veſſels, by whom they were refreſhed, and fupplied with Vi- 

Quals and other Neceſſartes : But in their march, the reſt of 
the Pequots drew-imo a Body, and followed them, thinking to 
have ſome advantage againſt them by reaſon of a Neck of 
Land; but when they faw the Exg1;6 prepare for them, they 
kept aloof, fo as they neither did hurc, nor would receive any, 
And after the Engii/ their refreſhing, and repairing together 
for further Counſel and DireaMons, they refolved to purſue 
their Victory, and follow the War againſt the reſt : but the 
Narrhaganſets moſt of them forſook them, and ſuch of them 
as they had with them for Guides or otherwiſe, they found 
very cold or backward in the buſineſs, eirher out of envy, or 
that they thought the #»g/i/6 would make more profit of the 
Vicory then they were willing they ſhould, or elſe deprive 
them of that advantage that they deſired, in making the Pegquots 
become Tributaries unto them, or the like. 

For the reſt of this Tragedy, I ſhall onely relate the ſame 
as it is in a Letter from Mr. izthrop to.Mr. Bradford, as 
followeth : 


worthy Sir, 
| your loving Later, but ftraightneſs of time forbids 
me : for my deſire us to acquaint you with the Lords great 
mercy towards ug, in our prevailing azainſt his and our Enemies, 
that you may rejoice and praiſe his Name With us, About four-- 
ſeor e of our men having coaſted along towards the Dutch Planta-' 
tion, ſometimes by water, but moſt by lantl, met here and there With 
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forne Pequots, - Whom they ſlew or took Priſoners." Two Sichems 


they ro6k, and beheaded , and not hearing of Safacus the chief Sa- 
chem,” they gave 4 Priſoner hu life to go and finae himont : He 
went, and broug ht thems word where he was ,, bat Saſacus ſuſpcfting 
him to bra Spy, after ht Was gone, fled atvay with (ome twenty 


more to the Mohawks, ſo onr men miſſed of him: yet dividing 


themſelves, and ranging up and down as the Provilexce of God 
guided them, for the Indians were all gone (ave three or four, and 
they knew not Whither to guide them, of elſe would nat , Upon! the 
thirteenrh of this Month they lighted npon a great Company, viz. 
Eighty ftrong men, and two hundred women and children, in 4 
ſmall Indian T own faſt by 4 hideors Swamp, Which they all ſlipped 
into, before our men conld get to them, Our Captains were nt 
then come together, bat there was Mr, Ludlow and Captain Ma- 
ſon, with ſome ten of thetr men, and Captain Patrick with ſome 


twenty 07 "more of his,who ſhooting at the Indians, Captain Trask 


with fifty more came ſoon i at the noiſe. Then\they gave order to 
ſurround the Swamp, it being about a Mile round, but Lieutenant 


Davenport and ſome twelve more, not hearing that Command, - 


fell into the Swamp amongſ} the Indians: The Swamp Was ſo 
thick with ſorubs, and Boggie withall, that ſome fuck faſt, ani 
received' many ſhot. Lientenant Davenport was danzerenſly 
Wornaded about his Arm-hole, and another ſhot in the Head, ſo as 
fainting they were in great danger to have betn taker by the Indians, 
but Sergeant Riggs and Sergeant Jeffery, ad rwo or three more, 


reſcued them, and flew divers of the Indians with their Swords. 


After they were drawn ont, the Indians deſired Parley, and were 
offered by Thomas Stanton our Interpreter, That if they wouls 
come out * and yield themſelves, they ſhould have their lives that 
had not their hand-in the Englith Blood. 1herenpen the Sachem of 
the place came forth, and an old man or two, and their Wives and 
children, and ſothe fpake two hours, till it was night : Then Tho- 
mas Stanton was ſert to them again, to call them! forth, but they 
faidthey wonld' ſell their lives there , and (o ſhot ar him fo thick, 


' avif be had nor been” preſently relieved ant reſcued on his crying 
ont, they would have ſlain him, © Then our men cut off a place of 
T : Swamp - 
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Swamp With their ſwords, and cooped up the Indians into a' nar- 
row compaſs, ſ0..as they could eaſier kill them through the thickets ; 
ſo they continued all the night, ſtanding about twelve foot one, from 
another, and the Indians coming np cloſe to our men, ſhot their 
Arrows_ſo thich, as they pierced their Hat brims, and their ſleeves 
and ſtockens, and other parts of their Clothes , yet ſo miracu- 
louſly did the Lord preſerve them, as not oneof them Was wonnaed, 
ſave thoſe three who raſhly went inta the Swamp as aforeſaid, When 
it was near day it grew very dark , ſo as thoſe of them that were 
left, dropped away, though they ſtood but twelve or fourteen foot 
(under, and Were preſently diſcovered,and ſome killed in the purſuit. 
1n the ſearching of the Swamp the next morning, they found nine 
ſlain, and ſome they pulled up, whom the Indians had buried in 
the Mire : (0 as they do think that of all this Company not twenty 
did eſcape, for they after found ſome who died in the flight of their 
wounds received, The Priſoners were divided, ſome to thoſe of 
the River, and the reſt to us of theſe parts. We ſend the Male- 
children to Ber muda's by Mr. William Pierce, aud the women 
and Maid-children are diſpoſed about in the Towns;». T here have 
bren new ſlain and taken.in all, about Seven hunared, the reſt are 
diſperſed, aud the Indians #»n all. quarters ſo terrified, as all their 
friends are afraid to receive them, T wo of the Sachems of Long- 
Iſland came to M1r. Staughton, ' and tendred themſelves to be under 
our Proteition; and two of the Nepannet Sachems have been 
with me to ſech our Friendſvip. Among the Priſoners we have 
the Wife and Children of Mononotto, 4 woman of a very modeſt 
countenance and behaviour : It was by her mediation that the two 
_ Maids were ſpared from death, and were kindly uſed by 
er , ſothat I have 4 charge of her. One of her' firſt requeſts 
was, That the Eng/i/6 would not abuſe her body, and that her 
Children might not be taken from her, Thoſe which were 
Wounded we fetched ſoon off by. John Gallop, win came with his 
Boat in an happy hour to bring them V/ituals, and to carry their 
 worrnged men to the Barque , where our chief Chirurgion was, 
with Ar. Wilſon, being about eight leagues off. Our people are 
all in health, the Lord be praiſed : And although they had marched 
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jn their Arms all the day, and had been in fight all the night ; yet

gone to ſuch another buſineſs: the Captains report we have ſlain 


thirteen Sachems, $b4t Saſacus and Monotto are ſtill-living , this

To conclude the diſcourſe of this matter : This Saſacxs the 
Pequot Sachem, being fled to the Mohawks, they cut off his head, 
and ſome.other of the chief of them, whether to ſatisfie the 
Engliſh, or rather the Narrhaganſets (who as 1 have heard 
hired them to do it) or for their own advantage, I know not. 

And thus this War took end, the body of this People were 
wholly ſubdned, and their Country taken from them, and ſuch 
of its Inhabirants as had eſcaped the heat of our revenge, by 
fire and ſword, being nevertheleſs at the diſpoſe of the Con- 
querers, were by the Eng/i6 appointed ſometo the Narrhagan- 
ſets,and ſome to the Aſonhegens under Ushas their Sachem,who 
had been faithful and ſerviceable to them in this War : yet the 
Narrhaganſets were not pleaſed that themſelves had not the 
ſole Government of the Captives, and have ſince been continu» 
ally quarrelling with the 4Zonheags, and have ſometimes been 
Plotting againſt the Exg/;/> alſo, : but to conclude, the Pequots

as alſo of agreat part of thetr eftates, as ih ſpecial by the loſs 

of Mr. Lambertons ſhip. Of which faid Plantation and Colony, 

Thave little'to inſert, for want of. more. full and certain intel- 

lisence. 

About this titmethere arofe great troubles in the Country, 

eſpecially at Boſton, by the broaching of Antizomian and Fami-

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of his Servants, the Meſſengers of the Churches, who were

atit was a very fruitful and pleaſant place, ( ſuch indeed, as 
that Colony or Jurisdition hath not any the like left within 
their Patent ) they ſoon drew many more unto them, not only 
to fill up that I{land, but have alſo ſeated two more Towns on 
the Main, therein (as is judged ) incroaching- upon the juſt 
rights of the aforeſaid Colony of Plimoath, and have of late 
throngh miſ-information obtained a Patent, not only for the 
places forementioned, but have alſo extended it into the heart 
and bowels of the known & poſleſled rights of the ſaid Colony :

Not long before theſe Troubles, there arrived at Boſton one- 
Samnel Gorton, who from thence came to Plimoxth , and upon 
his firſt _—_— thither, gave ſome” hopes that he would. have 
proved an uſetul Inſtrument, but ſoon after, by lictleand little, 
diſcovered himſelf to bea proud and peſtilent Seducer, and 
deeply leavened with blaſphemous and Familiſtical Opinions > 
and obſerving ſuch Fiftions to be ſpread, by ſome of his Spirit 
already in the Country, he takes his opportunity to begin to 
fowe ſuch ſeed at Plimonth,. whereby ſome were ſeduced, in 
ſpecial one Fohn weeks and his Wife, who in ſome ſhort time 
became very Atheiſts, looking for no more happineſs then this 
world affords, not onely in pra&ice ſuch, .but alſo: in opinion. 
But the ſaid Gortozx falling into ſome Controverſie with one 
Mr. Ralph Smith, was ſutnmoned to the Court held at Pli- 
month the fourth of December 1638, to Anſwer the ſaid Mr. 
Smiths Complaint: and there he carried fo mutinouſly and 
ſeditiouſly, as that he was for the ſame, and for his turbulent 
carriages rowards both Magiſtrates and Miniſters in the 'pre- 
ſence of the Courrt,. Sentenced to finde Sureties for his good 
Behaviour; during the timehe'ſhould tay in the Turiſdi&ion, 
which was limited co fourteen dayes,; andalſo Amerced to pay: 
a conſiderable Fine. In"ſome ſhort time after he departed to 
Road-Iſland, and in like manner or worſe demeaned himſelf 
there, ſo as they were forced to Sentence him ro ſuffer Cor- 
poral Puniſhment by »hipping, and they Baniſhed hirh likewiſe 
off the Iſland. +. And from thence he. with divers of his Ac- 
complices went to Providence, and there he and they carried ſo

bloodſhed, ſoas the Inhabitants fome' of them, viz. 'Mr. Roger 


Wiliams and others, were conſtrained to ſollicite the Govern- 


ment of the Maſſachaſets for aid, and help them againſt their 
Inſolencies : And for that end, ſome of them deſired ro come 
under their Juriſditiou,and were accepted, Moreover, ſeveral 
of the poor Neighbouring Natives were fo injuriouſly wrong- 
ed by them the ſaid Gorton and his Company, they ſeeking to 
bereave them of their juſt Rights of Lands' by ſurreptirious 
wayes, in ſpecial, Pomham and Sokanoko, two petty Sachems 
living not farre off from Providence, who were bereaved of 
their juſt Rights in Lands, by improving the Tyranny of 244- 
antonimok , the then chief Sachem of rthe-N arrhaganſets, for 
the procuring ' thereof, which neceſlirated the faid *under- 
Sachems to make their Appeal to the Court of the aſſachu- 
ſets for help in their oppreſſed condition, ſubjeting themſelves 
and their Lands unto their Juriſdiction likewiſe; ' which cauſed 
the ſaid Government -to Require their- Appearance' at Boſton, 
to Anſwer tlie Comptaints' of thoſe oppreſſed Engiiſs and 1n- 
dians. But notwithſtanding they ſeveral times ſent to them 
with all gentleneſs and courteons expreſlions, they neither ap- 
peared, nor ſent ſatisfying Reaſons for -their abſence, but in

that came againſt them, they did in ſubſtance Confeſs againſt 
themſelves, and were Condemned by Lepal Tryal.” Some have 
thought it great ſeverity, to Hang three Eng! for one 7ndian; 
but ; more Conſiderate will eaſily ſatisfie themſelves for the 
Legality of it: and indeed, ſhould we ſuffer rheir Murtherers 
to go unpuniſhed, we might juſtly fear that God would ſuffer 
them to take a more ſharp Revenge, By ſuch Arguments was 
| the Government of Plimonth moved by the Government of *' 
the Maſſachnſcts to do Juſtice in the caſe, And here may be 
noted, That the Maſſachyſets refuſed this Tryal, as being com- 
mitted in the Juriſdiction of Plimouth, and they of Road- 
fend having Apprehended them, delivered them to the afore- 
ſaid Tnriſdition of Plimonrh on the ſame grounds.

It was not onely on the Land, bur at Sea alſo, for ſome Ships 
that were on the Sea-coaſt were ſhaken by it : ſo powerful is 
the mighty hand of the Lord, as to cauſe both the Earth and 
Sea to ſhake, and the Mountains to tremble before him : His way 
is in the Whirlwind, and the ſtorm and the C londs are the duſt of his 
feet ,, the Rocks are thrown down before him : Who can ſtand before 
his indignation ? and Who can abide in the fierceneſs of his anger ?

This Year the great Sachem 7/09/amequen, ſometimes called 
Maſſaſoitt, and Hooanam his Son, came intothe Court held

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of September, in their own proper perſons, and deſired that 


the ancient League and Confederacy formerly made with the 
Government of Plimoxth aforeſaid, (wherein he acknowledged 
himſelf Subject to the King of E»7/and and his Succeſlors ) 
may ſtand, 'and remain .inviolable ; And the ſaid r0oſameguen 
and 1ooanam his Son, for themſelves and their Succeſfors, did 
faichfully promiſe to keep and obſerve the Covenants and Con- 
ditions therein expreſſed and contained, . which on their parts 
are likewiſe to be kept and obſerved. And the ſaid ooſame- 
guen , and Mooanam his Son, did then alſo promiſe to the

About the middle of 2ay this Year, there came three: Men 
of War into P/imouth Harbour, under the command of Captain 
Thomas Cromwel, who had taken ſeveral Prizes from the 
Spaniards, by Commiſſion from the Earl of YYarwick: they 
were full of monies, {ilks, and other rich goods, fome of whicti 
they lefe behinde them. They were a company of luſty ſtout 
men, but very unruly and hard to govern, notwithſtanding 
the careand vigilance, both of ſach as were in Authority of 
Plimonth, and alſo of their own C6ramanders, who could hard- 
ly reſtrain them, eſpecially from inordinate drinking *and quar- 
relling: It proved fataltoone-of them, who being quatrelling 
with one of their own .company, and being eaf\manded: by 
rheir Captain to forbear, he giving very provoking Language, 
and alſo attempting to draw upoa his .Captaing he'rook his 
Rapier from him, and trutk him on the; head, wick the Hilt, of 
which wound ghres or four dayes after hedied:the-Caprain was 
tried by a Conneil of War, and acquitted by the Jargeneſs of

Agent to make their defence, and gave him Commiſtion and 
InitruQions for that end : in which he ſo carried himſelf, as-did 
well anſwer their ends, and cleared them from any blame and 
diſhonour, to the ſhame of their Adverſaries. Afﬀter this he 
fell upon other imployments in England, which detained him , 
there; ſo as he returned not again ro New-England any more,

his ſeverity to'the children of men, to their great overthrow 
and confuſion  _ | | 
| Ithoughrir neceſſary, beforeT paſs on, a little to point at 
ſome few particulars, to work and induce us to a profitable 
remembrance of them , ic being very conſiderable that is-ſaid 
by auſeful Auchor, in taking notice of the Wiſdome of God, 
in preparing the Earth to be a fir Habitation for man to dwell 
in, addeth wichall, That as if man were not alwayes worthy to 
tread upon ſo ſolid a foundation , we ſee it oft-times quake and 
foake, and rock and rend it ſelf, as if it frewed that he which 
maat it threatned by this trembling the Tmpiety of the World, and 
the ruine of tho/e that dwell on the Earth. | 

In order unto that which 1 have nominated in this behalf, 
and more principally intend, let us take notice, That Writers 
have rendred the cauſe of Earchquakes to be, That when it

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happeneth that Air and Winay Spirits and Exhalations are ſbut up - 
in the Caverns of the Earth, or have ſuch paſſage as ts too nar- 
row for them, they then ſtriving to break their priſons, ſhake the 
Earth, ' and make it tremble, They- ſpeak likewiſe of the ſeve- 
ralkindes of them ;. as 

Firſt, When the whole force of the Wind driveth to one 
place, there being no contrary motion to let or hinder ic, 
many Hills and Buildings have been ruſhed down by this kinde 
of Earthquake, eſpecially when the Wind cauſing it was {trong: 
for if it be a feeble Wind,.it onely looſeneth or unfaſteneth 
Foundations ; if leſs feeble, then wichout further harm the 
Earth onely ſhakes, like oneſick of an Ague. 

Secondly, The ſecond kinde is a ſwelling of the Earth, the 
which, when the Wind is broken out of ics priſon, the Earth 
returns to its place again. 

Thirdly, Athird kinde is, A gaping, rending, or cleaving of 
- the Earth one part from another, fo that ſometimes whole 

Towns, Cities, Rocks, Hills, Rivers, and ſome parts of the 
Sea hath been ſwallowed up, and never ſeen more. 

Fourthly, A fourth Kinde is, Shaking that cauſeth ſinking,

Notwithitanding that which hath been ſaid, the Efficient 
Cauſe is Supernatural, as eicher principally God, or inſtrumen- 
cally the Angels, although naturally che Wind ſhut up within 
the Pores and Bowels of the Earth, as is before-noted. 

If theEffes of them uſually are ſuch, as by them is ſome- 
times a diſcovery of the Channels of Water, and Foundations 
of the World, the Removing of Mountains from one place 
to another, the Cleaving of Rocks, and opening of Graves 
and of Gates, yea the throwing down of many famous Build- 
ings and Cities, and ſome ſwallowed up, and many thouſands 
of people deſtroyed thereby ; the turning of plain Land into
